The annual meeting of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association will take place on Thurs¬ 
day, May 7, in the Pimlico clubhouse after the 
faces.

Ten Best Mares 

The ranking of the Ten Greatest American 
Race Mares established some years ago by the 
American Trainers Association will remain in¬ 
tact for another season, according to a 118 to 
7 vote announced recently by Bryan Field, gen¬ 
eral manager of Delaware Park. The tally was 
the result of questions asked annually of the 
members of this association by the promoters 
of the Distaff Big Three. The question: Who 
is the season’s greatest filly or mare regardless 
of age, was answered 59 to 34 in favor of Born- 
astar over Idun. 

The vote as to the year’s best filly or mare 
was in line with those other polls which were 
tallied last December. However, out of the sev¬ 
en trainers who voted for a change in the rank¬ 
ing of the Ten Greatest Mares, more voted for 
Idun than for Bornastar. Idun had three sup¬ 
porters to go into the Top Ten: Frank E. Childs, 
G. R. Handy and William Mol ter. Bornastar 
had only two supporters, Max Hirsch and T. H. 
Heard, Jr.

TRES SEC: Someone, not Donald Lillis, once 
said that if you don’t like the weather in Mary¬ 
land, wait ten minutes—it’ll change. Sometimes 
it requires a little more than ten minutes for 
the transformation but there’s no doubt that a 
change is in the wind. The winter of ’57-’58, 
as any patron of Bowie knows, the Baltimore 
Weather Bureau, with headquarters at Friend¬ 
ship International Airport, recorded the heaviest 
seasonal snowfall on record. That session of arc¬ 
tic weather brought 44 inches of snow with it. 

The winter of ’58-’59 was just as merciful as 
the previous season was merciless. Only 3.6 
inches of snow had fallen at the airport by the 
time the vernal equinox came along. The highest 
recorded fall of the season was just nine-tenths 
of an inch, a far cry from the 17-inch blanket 
that shuttered the Bowie plant in February 1958. 

Bowie managed to get along handsomely 
without snow. Entering the final week of sport 
the Bowie figures reflected the openness of the 
winter. Handle and crowd figures at the Southern 
Maryland plant were the talk of the industry. 

UNDERCOVER AGENT: Triple M. Farm’s 
spunky Tinkalero was looking for her third 
straight Bowie stakes win when she paraded 
postward in the Southern Maryland Handicap, 
February 28. A plurality of the 21,475 fans 
figured she had the equipment to win but her 
undoing proved to be clearly a case of Sabotage. 

Jockey Arthur Shermen took Tinkalero back 
off of the fast pace of Carolina Joy when the 
latter made clear his intentions. After a half 
Carolina Joy’s early efforts began to tell and 
Tinkalero and Honey’s Tiger jumped him. Mean¬ 
while, Jockey Sidney Cole was content to let the 
front-runners take the wind out of one another’s 
sails. Arcing the stretch turn on the inside, Cole 
let out a wrap and his mount had no trouble 
taking the embattled leaders. Once in front, he 
lengthened his lead and held a two-length mar¬ 
gin at the wire. Honey’s Tiger, which had been 
beaten off in the Abe Lincoln and Burch Me¬ 
morial after having won the Early Bird Purse 
on opening day, outgamed Tinkalero for place 
money. Mrs. J. Bowes Bond’s Alstar was fourth. 

Sabotage was only the fourth choice in the 
betting, though his past performances didn’t 
show a poor race. In his seasonal debut he was

second to Jocko’s Walk in an allowance race 
without being abused. In his penultimate start 
last year he had set a new Pimlico track record 
for a mile and 70 yards. 

The Southern Maryland winner is a four-year- 
old bay colt by *Rico Monte—Warsick, by War 
Dog. Bred by Lou P. Doherty, he is owned and 
trained by Fred J. Thompson. Including his 
Southern Maryland trip he has won 7 of 38 
races, been second 5 times and third 8 times, 
earning $42,285. 

Sabotage toured the seven-furlong distance of 
his first stakes showing in 1:24 3/5. He carried 
115 pounds and netted $14,230 out of the gross 
purse of $22,200. 

CLOSE FIT: Some of the biggest names of 
the winter racing season were fillies. C. V. 
Whitney’s Silver Spoon and Bug Brush made a 
sweep of the filly-mare stakes at Santa Anita and 
Triple M Farm’s Tinkalero dominated her sex 
(and some pretty shifty males) at Bowie. She 
beat colts in both the Burch Memorial and Abe 
Lincoln and gave weight and a beating to the 
best fillies and mares in the north when she held 
on gamely to win the Barbara Frietchie Handi¬ 
cap, March 7. 

Once again piloted by Arthur Sherman, 
Tinkalero collared B. A. Dario’s Dandy Blitzen 
on the far turn and staved off Mile. Dianne to 
win by a desperate nose. She was giving from 
three to 12 pounds to her eight would-be tor¬ 
mentors. The four-year-old daughter of Bolero— 
Miss Tinka, by * Heliopolis, has started 24 times 
won 9 races, been second 5 times and third 
twice, earning $53,502. Her Frietchie triumph 
alone was worth $17,982 to the Monaco 
brothers, owners of Triple M Farm. 

Hindsighted horsemen flinched every time 
Tinkalero walked on the track: she once was 
proffered for $2,000 and there were no takers. 
As recently as October 29 she could have been 
claimed for $5,000 at Laurel. 

Mile. Dianne, coming off a win at Hialeah, 
just missed catching Tinkalero, and so remains 
the perennial stakes bridesmaid. Roy Hunt’s 
Hoosier Honey, a mite slow in regaining the 
form she revealed last fall, was third, another 
length back.

ing for the six furlongs. She was bred by Jack 
Welch and is trained by Jake Dodson. 

PARADISE REVISITED: W. Hal Bishop, a 
rather ample and talented conditioner (second 
in winners in 1958 to Tennessee Wright), 
found the foraging so rewarding in Maryland 
early last year that he returned this season for 
seconds. It was late in the Bowie meeting when 
the former mule trader arrived last year but it 
wasn’t long before they knew he was in town. 
He won seven races and collected $36,500 to be 
second in the owners’ standings. Things got 
even better at Laurel, where his stable reached 
its best stride. Bishop trainees won 16 races 
(one less than leader Bernie Bond) and topped 
the owners with $81,995. His chief wins were 
posted in the Chesapeake Trial (Pemberton) 
and the Laurel Spring Turf handicap (Bern- 
burgoo). 

In December, Bishop claimed the six-year-old 
Apache horse, Hare Raising, for $7,000 at Fair 
Grounds. In his next start Hare Raising won for 
$10,000. He later won in allowance company 
and took the Letellier Handicap. 

Coupled with Pete’s Folly, another six-year- 
old, Hare Raising went off as third choice in the 
$25,000-added Bowie Handicap, March 14. 
Racing as if to insure a rapid pace for his fast¬ 
finishing stablemate, Hare Raising prompted the 
early pace of Plion and when that one had had 
enough proceeded to make the pace. Pete’s 
Follv’s rallv fizzled but there was no one to 
seriously challenge Hare Raising inside the 
eighth pole; he skipped to a three-length victory. 

The winner’s time for the 1 1/16 miles was 


1:44 3/5 over a fast track. He carried veteran 
R. L. Baird to victory. First money netted 
Owner-Trainer Bishop $18,437. 

E. Potter, Jr.’s Plion, the favorite, was second. 
Jack S. Kelly’s Deack Duncan, winner of the 
Governor’s Gold Cup last year, was third. 

The Letellier Handicap, February 21, was the 
Apache horse’s first stakes win. After the Bowie 
his record read: 61 starts, 17 wins, 7 seconds, 10 
thirds and $79,567. 

PIMLICO AT BOWIE: Pen Bolero, owned 
by Mrs. Ben Cohen, wife of Pimlico’s secretary- 
treasurer, gained his first taste of stakes glory in 
the $30,000-added Governor’s Gold Cup, March 
21. Running like a commuter after the 8:05, 
he staged a brilliant finish to get the seven 
furlongs in a sparking 1:23 2/5. The Boleros 
(Tinkalero, for instance) are supposed to like 
the first six furlongs best but this fellow was 
begging for more in the Governor’s Gold Cup. 

While winless since August 28 at Atlantic 
City, Pen Bolero had finished within six lengths 
of First Landing last fall when such a showing 
was indeed an accomplishment. On the strength 
of that Garden State performance he was in¬ 
stalled as favorite in Laurel’s Spalding Lowe 
Jenkins but turned in a dismal effort, beaten 16 
lengths by Troilus, winner of the Flamingo 
Stakes at Hialeah. 

Out of Pen’s Norado, daughter of Derby- 
Preakness winner Pensive, the Governor’s Gold 
Cup winner is trained bv Eddie Yowell. The 
chestnut colt was bred by C. E. Buckley and was 
an $8,200 sales purchase at Keeneland in 1957. 
He is one of the 138 three-year-olds eligible for 
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the Preakness. Needless to say his owner would 
cherish a Preakness victory for other than mer¬ 
cenary reasons. 

After Howard Grant had ridden the colt into 
the winners circle, the record read: 11 starts, 3 
wins, 1 second, 3 thirds, and $34,957. His Gold 
Cup win netted him $23,327. 

Second choice to Pointer in the betting, Pen 
Bolero won by a length. C. B. Fischbach’s Fes¬ 
tival King was second, V/> lengths in front of 
the favorite. 

Included in the crowd of 20,100 was Gov¬ 
ernor J. Millard Tawes who presented trophy. 

LEAPFROG: Following his victories in the 
Trenton and Idlewild Handicaps and the Pim¬ 
lico Special last fall, Vertex seemed well on 
his way to gold and glory during the Florida 
season. But no sooner had the son of The 
Rhymer—Kanace, by Case Ace, reached winter 
quarters than disturbing reports began filtering 
back to the north. Communiques reported his 
condition as everything from "sore” to a "basket 
case.” But they have been saying that about 
Bardstown for years. 

With the odds stacked against him, the horse’s 
young trainer, Joe Piarulli, nursed Vertex into 


a Gulfstream Park Handicap victory worth 
$80,700. He had been training sore for some 
time and it was touch-and-go whether he would 
make it to the post. Starting topweight at 125 
pounds, he withstood a bitter and sustained 
challenge from Amerigo to win by a neck. His 
old rival, Bardstown, was a late scratch due to 
the sloppy track. 

Owned by the partnership of Brunetti and 
Piarulli, Vertex was ridden by his favorite 
jockey, Baltimore-born Sam Boulmetis. 

His victory in the Gulfstream placed Vertex 
fifth on the list of all-time Maryland-bred 
money-winners. He has won 14 of his 22 starts, 
been second 3 times and third once, earning 
$288,970. Since his Pimlico Special victory. 
Vertex has vaulted Conniver, Elkridge, Loser 
Weeper, Squared Away and Pilaster on the 
Maryland-bred list. 

BEL AIR REBUILDS: Bel Air, three-quarter 
mile track and "big brother” of the half-mile 
circuit, became the fourth Maryland track to 
announce rebuilding plans in recent months. 
Extensive improvement programs are now in 
progress at Laurel, Pimlico and Marlboro. 

The decision to modernize Bel Air traces back 
to early February when Mrs. Jesse N. Polan, her

sons Bernard, Joseph and Alvin, and daughter, 
Mrs. Henry Cohen, acquired controlling interest 
in the Harford County track from H. Hessey 
Miller, of Media, Pennsylvania. 

In a quick turnover of stock only a few days 
earlier, Miller had acquired 12,000 shares in the 
track from Mrs. Ella K. Bryson, whose late hus¬ 
band had operated the track since its founding 
in 1937. 

The Polan family owns and operates 13 va¬ 
riety stores from Pennsylvania to Florida. Their 
interests also extend to a shopping center in Bel 
Air and an Annapolis furniture store. 

Bernard Polan, eldest of the three brothers, 
\jyas named president; Alvin Polan will serve as 
vice-president and general manager. In the latter 
capacity he will be advised by Howard S. Pierce, 
former general manager of Bowie and one of 
Maryland’s most experienced and able racetrack 
administrative minds. 

J. Fred Colwill will serve as racing secretary 
at Bel Air, whose 1959 meeting will be staged 
from May 18-May 30. Bob Littleton succeeds 
Jim Langford as manager of the mutuel depart¬ 
ment. 

Of prime consideration in the improvement 
plan is the resurfacing of the racing strip with 
a three-inch cushion and the banking of all turns. 
Other improvements incorporated in the work 
now in progress include: 

Repaving the concourse to provided 15-inch 
incline between the grandstand and inner rail. 

Widening and paving of automobile exits to 
enlarge the present four traffic lanes to six. 
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Instituting valet parking facilities. 

Reopening the mutuels facilities on the mez¬ 
zanine. 

Relocating the clubhouse bar from the dining 
room to the rear porch. 

Enlarging pedestrian entrances to the track 
and repainting the stand. 

In outlining the improvement plan, Bernard 
Polan said, "Were new in the racing business 
and we’re just feeling our way now, so our first 
changes are relatively modest. 

"We believe Bel Air has tremendous potential 
and much more work will have to be done to 
reach that potential, but rest assured we will 
have a topnotch plant before long. Money is no 
object.” 

STALIN’ OFF: Clarence Miles, former presi¬ 
dent of the Baltimore Orioles and prominent 
Baltimore business and social leader, recently 
was named to the Bowie board of directors. . . . 
The stallions Quiet Step and * Orestes III have 
been moved out of state. Quiet Step, which 
formerly stood at Danny Shea’s Merryland Farm, 
has been moved to Wadsworth Farm, Wads¬ 
worth, Illinois. * Orestes III takes up duties in 
Ohio. ...

Her loss is the sec¬ 
ond serious blow to Sagamore in a little more 
than six months. Discovery, Maryland’s premier 
sire, died last August.

Progress at Pimlico 

Work has begun on a multi-million-dollar 
improvement and expansion program, which in 
three years is expected to make ancient Pimlico 
Race Course one of the most modern sports 
plants in America. The track was opened Octo¬ 
ber 25, 1870. 

The projects major features are: 

1— Building of a modern completely enclosed 
and heated clubhouse which will feature ter¬ 
race dining facilities for more than 1,000 fans. 

2— Extension of the present $2,500,000 club¬ 
house opened in 1954 to a length of 360 feet, 
enclosing it entirely in glass on three sides and 
using it exclusively for grandstand patrons. 

3— Razing of the present administration 
building and converting the entire area between 
the new clubhouse and the old clubhouse on the 
first turn into an open air seating area for some 
5,000 fans. 

4— Building of a new paddock in an area 
where fans can watch the saddling ceremonies 
and construction of new jockey quarters and ad¬ 
ministration offices. 

5— Development of the 28-acre infield area in¬ 
to a separate spectator facility complete with mu- 
tuels, refreshment, rest room and seating for 
10,000 fans. 

The program, approved by the Maryland 
Racing Commission, is expected to be com¬ 
pleted in 1961 with all work being done be- 
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tween scheduled spring and autumn race meet¬ 
ings at Pimlico. Parts of the project will be 
finished before Pimlico opens on May 4. 

The infield project will be completed before 
we open and that means we will be able to han¬ 
dle some 45,000 fans or more for the 83rd 
Preakness on May 16th,” said Louis Pondfield, 
executive director of the track. ‘'With the new 
$150,000 value of the Preakness, making it the 
richest endowed race in the world, we are an¬ 
ticipating that kind of crowd.” 

Pondfield said the track’s ultimate goal is to 
play host to 60,000 spectators for the Preakness 
which would make it the leading racing spec¬ 
tacle in the East in attendance. The present 
Preakness attendance mark is the 42,370 which 
turned out to see Assault win in 1946 when the 
race was first run for $100,000 in added money. 

"With the expansion of racing both in Mary¬ 
land and in nearby states we consider ourselves 
fortunate to be located in a metropolitan zone

with more than a million population from which 
to draw,” Pondfield said. "This project will give 
the Baltimore community a racing plant capa¬ 
ble of serving its needs for the next 20 years.” 

Pimlico is located in the northeast section of 
Baltimore, five miles from the center of the city 
and less than a mile from an entrance to the 
city’s new beltway auto express system which 
is expected to be in operation in another year. 

Miles, Bowie Director 

Clarence W. Miles, former president of the 
Baltimore Orioles and prominent Baltimore 
business and social leader, has been elected to 
the Board of Directors of the Southern Maryland 
Agricultural Association, operators of the Bowie 
Race Course. 

Miles has enjoyed a long and successful 
career in both business and sports. A distin¬ 
guished member of the bar, he was born on 
June 29, 1897 in Cambridge, Md., and now 
makes his home at Blakeford, Queenstown, on 
the Eastern Shore. 

Second director appointed to the Bowie 
Board of Directors this year, Miles was educated 
in the public schools of Baltimore, attended 
Peddie Prep and graduated with a law degree 
from the University of Maryland in 1920. His 
brother Hooper S. Miles is the State Treasurer 
and his wife is the former Eleanor Addison 
Williams Lanahan of Baltimore. 

The new Bowie director attained twin promi¬ 
nence in politics and sports during the past 
decade. He was a prime factor in negotiating 
the purchase and transfer of the St. Louis 
Browns major league baseball club to Baltimore 
in 1953. 

During the 1956 election year he was promi¬ 


nently mentioned in state politics and has been 
an advisor to several former Maryland Gov¬ 
ernors, and has headed a number of fund raising 
committees like the Baltimore Symphony et al. 

Miles organized and has headed the law firm 
of Miles and Stockbridge since 1926. He was 
president of the Maryland State Bar Association 
in 1954 and 1955 served as first chairman of 
the Greater Baltimore Committee in 1955-56, 
is currently general counsel of The Martin Com¬ 
pany and a member of the Maryland Club, 
Merchants Club, Elkridge Hunt Club and 
Chesapeake Yacht Club. 

During World War II, Miles served as a 
colonel overseas on General Eisenhower’s Head¬ 
quarters Staff. 

The other changes effected in the Bowie direc¬ 
torate this season were the election of M. 
Hampton Magruder as chairman of the board 
and Lansdale G. Sasscer as a director. The other 
officers and directors are Donald C. Lillis, presi¬ 
dent, Douglas Casey, vice-president; Joseph P. 
Crosby, treasurer and directors Humphrey S. 
Finney and Fred G. Pollard.

Dates for the Keeneland Summer Sale of 
Yearlings—Monday, July 27 through Wednes¬ 
day, July 29—have been announced by officials 
of the Breeders’ Sales Company. 

Approximately 375 yearlings will be cata¬ 
logued for the three-day, six-session auction. 

Last year’s sale was a four-day, eight-session 
affair, with 389 youngsters catalogued, and 357 
were sold for $3,432,600, an average of $9,615.

Baltimore Raceway Stakes 

Four solid stake races, including both divi¬ 
sions of the Lord Baltimore Stake No. 1, will 
feature the 10th anniversary harness program 
at Baltimore Raceway this summer, General 
Manager Joe Lynch has announced. 

Besides the pace and trot divisions of the 
lucrative Lord Baltimore, the Pulaski Highway 
plant will offer two additional stakes in the 
Maryland and the Chesapeake Bay. 

The track will be in operation from June 29 
through July 25. 

The Lord Baltimore, which promises to be the 
richest juvenile harness race ever run in the 
State, will be contested on July 3 and 10. The 
pace division of the Stake will be on July 3 and 
the trot section one week later. 

A total of 556 nominations were made to the 
Lord Baltimore and track officials are delighted 
with the reception the innovation received. The 
Stake actually continues into next season when 
these same horses are eligible for the three-year- 
old portion of the event. The 1959 Lord Balti¬ 
more No. 1 will carry an estimated purse of 
$ 20 , 000 . 

The Maryland and the Chesapeake Bay, along 
with both the pace and trot divisions of the Lord 
Baltimore, will be contested over a one-mile 
route. 

The Maryland Stake is for three-year-old 
trotters and will offer a $2,000 added purse. It 
will be run on Friday, July 17. 

One week later, on Friday, July 24, the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay, an event for three-year-old pacers 
will be offered. This likewise carries a $2,000- 
added prize.

Pony Breeders' Meeting 

The Maryland Pony Breeders, Inc. held their 
annual meeting on March 3 at the Park Plaza 
in Baltimore. There were 45 members and 
guests present from Pennsylvania and Virginia, 
as well as Maryland. The guest speaker, Mr. 
Daniel Brewster, congressman from Maryland 
and president of the Maryland State Fair, spoke 
briefly about the Fair. He said that this year the 
pony classes will be included with the main part 
of the Fair again, as many people requested. 

The most important issue of the meeting was 
a discussion of enlarging the Maryland Pony 
Breeders, Inc. to include many more of the 
Eastern States. It was felt that the Maryland 
Pony Breeders could benefit by expanding in 
that it could be more vocal and aggressive in 
promoting its aims, primarily those concerning 
the true-type children’s pony, shown without 
artificial aids in its natural gaits. Shows could 
then be sponsored in other states, as well as the 
existing ones in Maryland, directed toward this 
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type of pony, with primary emphasis on per¬ 
formance. This expansion will include all breeds 
of ponies, including the newer ones to the 
United States, such as the Connemaras and 
Dartmours, as well as the Welsh and other 
established breeds. 

A 'How To” booklet for new pony owners 
will soon be published by the Maryland Pony 
Breeders. This will be an extremely simplified 
booklet for those who have never had any con¬ 
tact with ponies before their purchase. 

A riding clothes exchange will be started this 
year. A committee will collect outgrown and 
no-longer-used riding clothes and accessories 
and make them available inexpensively during 
the year.

The Pegasus Stable Spring Schooling show, 
held, March 15 at the Meadowbrook Show ring 
in Chevy Chase, opened the 1959 season.
